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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is response to applicant's election of Group 1 , claims 1-35 and 42-49 filed 
on 30 October 2006. Upon further review of the application, a species election is 
needed. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: Species 1, Figure 1, showing an puncture locator device with a push button 
valve and drip hole; Species 2, Figure 2, showing a puncture locator device with a push 
button valve and drip hole and a guidewire; Species 3, Figure 3, showing a puncture 
locator device with a 2 push button valves, 2 lumens, and 2 drip holes; Species 4, 
Figures 4A-4C, showing a push-button mandrel valve with a single lumen; Species 5, 
Figures 5A-5B, showing a push button mandrel with two lumens; Species 6, Figures 6A- 
6B, showing a pinch valve; Species 7, Figures 7A-7B and 9, showing 2 luer valves; 
Species 8, Figure 8, showing a push button valve along the vascular insertion sheath. 
Examiner notes that Figures 10 and 1 1 are drawn to a previously non-elected invention. 
The species are independent or distinct because Species 8 shows the valve in a 
different location (along the sheath) on the device; Species 1 shows a switch along the 
puncture locator device; Species 2 shows a guidewire being used with the apparatus; 
Species 3 shows an additional lumen in the vascular puncture locator; Species 4,5,6 
and 7 each show a different type of valve being used with the device.
